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□ The prior art fails to teach a transmission/receiver/verification system of 
Claims 1, 7, 15, 16, and 17 that specifically comprises the following: 
- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
invention patented in Pat. No. US 4,231,113, US 4,237,537, US 5,144,313, 
and US 5,272,705. The improvement comprises that 

With regard claims 1 and 7, " the receiving system comprising a mixer 
that is configured to combine the unpredictable sequence of bits with an 
identifier of the receiving system to form the data corresponding to the 
unpredictable seguence of bits " as recited, and 

With regard claim 15, " a reward system that is configured to provide a 
reward based on a length of the received data when the comparator 
indicates a match between the received data and the portion of the 
transmitted data." as recited, and 

With regard claim 16, " a mixer operablv coupled to the second register and 
the comparator that is configured to combine at least a part of the portion of 
the transmitted data with an identifier of a receiver to produce the select 
portion of the transmitted data that is compared to the received data." as 
recited, and 

With regard claim 17, " subseguentiv comparing the reception data to 
the transmission data to identify a period of correspondence between the 
reception data and the transmission data, and determining the reward based 
on the period of correspondence. " as recited.
